The Musical Times has entered on its eleventh year of existence, with every mark of 
increasing favor from its extending circle of friends. On sitting down to provide matter where- 
with to fill the page usually dedicated to a few prefatory words, the old topics alone appear 
necessary to be urged; but they have been so fully stated in prefaces to former volumes, 
that the new subscribers are referred back to them, rather than repeat what may be so readily 
purchased. We have in preference decided to devote the page to a Musical Grace. Charles 
Lamb has said in his admirable paper, Grace before meat,—" It is not easy to be understood, 
why the blessing of food— the act of eating — should have had a particular expression of thanks- 
giving annexed to it, distinct from the implied and silent gratitude with which we are expected to 
enter upon the enjoyment of the many other various gifts and good things of existence. I own 
that I am disposed to say grace upon twenty other occasions in the course of the day besides my 
dinner. I want a form for setting out upon a pleasant walk, for a moon-light ramble, for a 
friendly meeting, or a solved problem. Why have we none for books, those spiritual repasts — a 
grace before Milton — a grace before Shakespeare?" 

The Grace inserted was composed by its author after a delightful musical evening's 
enjoyment. It may serve either as a preface before using our volumes, or in the more received 
position of a Grace before meat.

but internal evidence leaves little doubt but that the music was 
composed by Farrant. 

II. The Rev. R. CREYGHTON, in B flat.— Te Deum, 
Jubilate, Magnificat, and Nunc dimittis. 

*** This Service is taken from the choir books at Wells. It is 
short and easy, and well suited for common use in a Cathedral. 
It appears to combine all that melodious sweetness which Dr. 
Creyghton is so justly admired for, without any of the difficult and 
crabbed passages which occur in his celebrated Service in E fiat, 
which is so well known. 

III. THOMAS KEMPTON, in B flat.— Te Deum, Jubilate, 
Magnificat, and Nunc dimittis. 

*** This Service is simple and plain ; without much pretension 
to depth and abstruseness of composition, it is yet one which generally 
pleases, and has been much employed at Cambridge, whence this 
copy was taken. 

IV. Doctor CHILDE, in A.— Te Deum, Jubilate, Kyrie 
eleeson, Sanctus, Nicene Creed, Magnificat, and Nunc 
dimittis. 

** * This Service is taken from the books at St. George's Chapel, 
at Windsor; and although it exhibits several instances of those 
strange and unexpected effects which Dr. Childe loved so much to 
indulge in, yet it is one of his best Services, and is by many held in 
high esteem. 

V. KELWAY, in G minor. — Magnificat and Nunc dimittis. 
*** This is extracted from the collection at Chichester Cathedral, 

of which Kelway was Organist, from a copy in his own handwriting. 
The character of the Service is strongly marked, and resembles that 
of his well-known Evening Service in B minor.

a copy. — Ed.
